Organized 
cam paigns have been put on by various organi­ 
zations and the success of their efforts is attest­ 
ed by the increase in the registration figures. 


But registering is only a part of the privi­ 
lege of being an American citizen. To fulfull your 
obligation you should go to the polls tomorrow 
and vote. 


We hope you vote Republican, but even if 
you don t, we hope you go to the polls and e x ­ 
ercise your franchise. Ifs som ething too many 
people in the world can t do.

W hat G re at Britain and F ra n c e faced as a resu lt 
of the e m e rg en c e of N a ss er a s the E gyptian H itler 
w as national suicide. The I nited States faced nothing 
m ore g ra v e th an the nationalization of A m erican oil 
co m p an ies in A rabian countries. Soviet R ussia faced 
the possibility of establishing itself, in the M e d ite rra n ­ 
ean 
India faced the p o s s i b l y of increasing its scope 
as the lead er of the B andung nations. 


It has been known since J u ly when N asser seized 
the U n iv ersal Suez C anal C om pany that G re at Britain 
an d F ra n c e would have to do som ething specific an d 
d ra m a tic to sav e their place a m o n g nations. U n d er 
the p re ssu re of A m erican anti-colonialism , both w e re 
losing their place in the world, w h e rea s Soviet R ussia 
w as em erg in g as the principal pow er on e arth . 


N asser had dedicated himself to the establish­ 
ment of an Arabic empire with himself at its head 
and had formed an alliance with Soviet Russia. 
Did the West have lo wait until Nasser had achiev­ 
e s goal? Was Cairo to he another Munich? Was 
Eden to be a second Chamberlain? 


D uring the Suez C an al conferences, the B ritish 
and the F re n c h followed Jo h n F o s te r D ulles' sc h e m e s 
for a U s e rs ’ Association only to discover th a t w h a t 
Dulles really m e a n t w as the d evelopm ent of a m e c h a n ­ 
ism for fu rth e r negotiations w ith N asser. 


It is tru e that when their s c h e m e w a s hatched to 
do by force whot could no longer be achieved by talk, 
they did not only not consult th eir ally, the U nited 
States, but they gave the United S tates no inform ation. 
But that is no reason why we should not h ave ben 
inform ed. A fter all, m u ch of w h at developed had to 
he overt and this country spends hundreds of millions 
on an espionage organization to get at covert infor­ 
m ation. H ow ever, the tru th undoubtedly is. a s the 
P resid en t said, that w e knew nothing of the joint 
action of Israel, F ra n c e and G re a t B ritain a g ain st 
N asser. 


It is startlin g to discover th at our p rincipal allies, 
G re a t B ritain and F ra n c e , do not tru st the g o v ern ­ 
m en t of the U nited S tates with th eir plans not only 
because th eir plans differ from ou rs but also b ecau se 
they h av e found th at som ehow w e alw ay s support the 
underdog even if he is as rab id as N asser. 


It is not easily forgotten that Holland lost her 
F ast Indian empire, France, her North African 
em pire, (.le a t Britain, india and Suez because of 
American policies pursued since the time of Wood­ 
row Wilson. We are not, for the m oment, discuss­ 
ing what is the right or wrong hut that the United 
States has frightened these countries by a doctrin­ 
aire pacifism and a tendency to appease Soviet 
Russia, Nehru of India and now N asser of Egypt. 


T he United States had its fill in the Korean W ar 
and its attitu d e is n atu rally different from th a t of 
G reat B ritain and F ra n c e . N ev erth eless, no one can o r 
does question th at these h ave been N a s s e r ’s o b jec ­ 
tives: 


I. To establish an A rabic e m p ire w ith him self a t 
Its head extending over the whole of N orth A frica and 
including J o rd a n , Syria and eventually Iraq and Saudi 
^rah ia:

The West includes the United States. It is the 
American assumption that N asser can be destroy­ 
ed by econom ic pressures. It is the British and 
French 
assumption 
that 
he 
cannot be. 
lf the 
British and French are correct, it would be too 
late to prove that the Am ericans are incorrect, be­ 
cause by that time, N asser would be so strong 
that nothing could budge him. Therefore the British 
and the French acted before action becam e futile.
